1. Read John 14:1-4. Jesus is speaking to his disciples on the day that he would 
be arrested, and he would be put to death the next day. He said he was going 
“away.” Where was he going? What do you think he meant when he said, “You 
know the way to where | am going” (v. 4)? 


2. Read John 14:5-6. Did Jesus say that he was “a way” or “the way?” Is there 
another way to the Father? In addition to being the way, what else did Jesus 
say he is? If Jesus is the only way to the Father, then what should be make of 
claims that there are many paths to God? 


3. Read John 14:7. What is it about Jesus that makes him like his Father? How 
do we know that Jesus and the Father are separate persons? If we want to 
know God, who can we look at? 


4. Read John 14:8-11. What do you think Jesus means when he says, “I am in 
the Father and the Father is in me” (v. 10)? Whose words does Jesus speak? 
Whose works does Jesus do?

John 14:6 


John 14:1-11 

1 “Don’t let your heart be 
troubled. Believe in God; believe 
also in me. 2 In my Father's 
house are many rooms.

3 If | go away and prepare 
a place for you, I will come again 
and take you to myself, so that 
where | am you may be also.
